Again Volunteered a Compromise
oo Armstrong's Bicycle

Baggage Bill.

Spoke Solely as an Individual Before
the Senate Committee

at Albany.
ELLSWORTH'S SCATHING REBUKE.

Charged That the Interference Was in
Behalf of Railroad Interests.Strong

Indorsements of Absolutely
Free Transportation Heard.

.Albany, March 18..From present indica¬
tions it looks very much as though one of
the Armstrong Bicycle Baggage bills would
become a law. Mr. Armstrong's second bill,
which does not include any charge and holds
the railroad responsible for any damage,
was the result of a thorough diseussion of
thej matter, and this Is what the wheelmen
prefer. If possible.
When the bill reported in the Assembly

comes op for discussion, Mr. Armstrong un¬

doubtedly will move to substitute his second
measure. In the event of either bill passing
it caji only be regarded as a victory for riio
New York State Division of the L. A. W.
Among those in the house who have no hes¬
itancy in announcing themselves In favor
of Mr. Armstrong's second bill are Mr.
O'Grady, Speaker Hamilton Pish, Assembly¬
men Austin and French, of New York, and
Assemblyman Perkins, of Brooklyn. Many
others have pledged themselves, and it is

because of all this that Mr. Armstrong
and Chief Consul Potter feel so confident
about the passage of the second bill.

SENATE COMMITTEE'S HEARING.
This afternoon the Railroad Committee

of the Senate gave a hearing on the bill,
which is being guide.d in the upper house

by Senator Ellsworth. Mr. Armstrong first
explained about the two bills, and said that
though It had been stated that the bill re¬

ported to-day had his full sanction, this
was not so, as he was now devoting him¬
self to the second measure.
In a conference with Chairman Nixon, of

the Assembly Railroads Committee, he had
stated that he reserved the right to attack
the first bill on the floor, and might move
to have the second measure substituted for
it, as he believed the latter was what the
wheelmen wanted.
When the opposition was called for this

afternoon, Attorney Carr, of the Delaware
& Hudson Canal Company, argued that a

bicycle could not be a vehicle and also
baggage. Then he said he had three propo-
sitlons to make, and judging from the
stand which he took at the Assembly hear¬
ing, his views have been somewhat modi¬
fied.
His propositions were: No charge if a

bicycle was cased or crated; no charge if a

release was given; and a system of charges
if no release was given.
Chairman Raines asked Mr. Carr if he

knew If the wheelmen had tried to com¬

promise the matter with the railroads be¬
fore any bill had been Introduced, and the
attorney said he didn't know, but at least
no one had been to see his railroad. Mr.
Potter here interpolated that in his re¬

marks he would touch upon the attempt to
compromise.

TINSDALE'S KNIFE AGAIN.
Attorney Kelly, of the Long Island Rail¬

road, came next, and then E. J. Tinsdale
arose to speak against the bill. When
asked who he represented he said he spoke
as a member of the L. A. W. Mr. Tins-
dale was allowed to proceed as an Indi¬

vidual, representing himself solely. This

time he offered as an amendment to the
bill under discussion what was practically
Mr. Armstrong's first bill. Finally the
chairman cut off Tinsdale somewhat ab¬
ruptly, and asked for those in favor of the
bill under consideration.
Chief Consul Potter was introduced by

Armstrong as the leader of the wheelmen.
Mr. Potter told how the vviheelmen last
Fall had tried unsuccessfully to have a

conference wifh the railroads. He expa¬
tiated on the fact Chat wheels had been car¬

ried as baggage for yea re, and many rail¬
roads were still doing this. He character¬
ized the attitude of the railroads as simply
for the purpose of obtaining revenue, and
said there was a distinct and positive in¬
clination among wheelmen against paying
railroads for the transportation of their
twenty-pound wheels.
After an exhaustive argument Mr. Pot- I

ter gave way to Everett Smith, of Schenec¬
tady, ex-chairman of the Rights and Privi¬
leges Committee of the Le;igue of Ameri¬
can Wheelmen. Mr. Smith thought the
railroads would soon realize that it would
be worth -their while to meet this modern
necessity by fitting up their baggage cars
for the carrying of wheels.

A REBUFF FOR TINSDALE.
Senator Ellsworth then closed the hear¬

ing. He said it was a question of whether
the wheel could reasonably be considered
a piece of baggage. It was such In his

opinion, and 'he thought the railroads re¬

ceived sufficient compensation by fare from
the wheelman to carry Ms bicycle for
nothing.
As Mr. Ellsworth turned away from the

committee he met the gaze of Mr. Tinsdale.
"We know who you are representing

here; It Is the railroads," quietly"remarked
the Senator.
"No, I am not," replied Tinsdale, whose

face assumed a crimson hue.
"Oh, we are on to you," was the rejoinder

of Mr. Ellsworth.
Just preceding the hearing Mr. Tinsdale

was heard to say: "Oh, I am not here for
my health," when some one expressed as¬
tonishment at hi3 presence.

TINSDALE BURNED IN EFFIGY.
Mra. Tinsdale was burned In effigy in this

city to-night. About 7 o'clock a crowd of
boys appeared upon State street, drag¬
ging a stuffed figure after them, on which
there was a placard bearing the inscription,
"This Is E. Judas Tinsdale, who has de¬
serted the L. A. W."
The boys dragged it through the principal

thoroughfares of the city, yelling and
blowing horns all the while. After they got
tired of this kind of amusement, they
took the flgura down to the wharf and
burned It.

BOOKIES TD TEST THE LAW
Foreign Books Opened on the

St Asaph Race Track to
Make a Test

Arrests May Be Made To-day in Order
to Take the Case Before

Courts.

COUNSEL PREPARED FOR A BATTLE.

A Local Official's Remark Intimates That
Flaws May Be Found in the Maupin

and Kindred New Statutes
Under Trial.

Washington, March 18..Speculation on

races run at New Orleans was resumed to¬
day in the pool rooms adjoining the St.
Asaph track. Jockeys, track betting, de¬
scriptions of each race as it was run and
results were received and announced
promptly, but no winnings were paid. This
will be done to-morrow. The business was

conducted on the commission system.
Arrests will be made to-morrow or Fri¬

day, and the case will go to the Grand
Jury, which convenes on Monday, and will
be tried lu Alexandria next week. The
track people have secured the services of
Messrs. Burke, Brent, Catlin, Moore and
Smith, who will be opposed by Messrs.
Johnson and Marbury, representing the
State of Virginia. It is also reported that
Governor O'Ferrall will send the Attorney-
General to aid in the prosecution.
The result is possibly foreshadowed in

the refiiavk of a prominent Alexandria
County official yesterday, who said, refer¬
ring to the Maupin and Companion laws:
"These bills should have been drawn up by
a competent lawyer."
A small crowd was present. Among them

were State Senator Mushback, Prosecuting
Attorney Johnson, Commonwealth Repre¬
sentative Marbury, SheritT Palmer and a
number of deputies, ex-Mayor Downham,
ex-Judge Pelham, besides a large number
of horse owners and track followers.
As each man entered the gate there was

thrust into his hands a card bearing the
list of entries at the New Orleans and St.
Louis tracks, and a handful of printed
blanks, on which to write orders for the
execution of commissions. Inside the pool
room, instead of the names of horses, the
blackboards were decorated with notices
as follows:
"No bettin done or permitted here. All

orders cashed the following day. No com¬
mission tickets furnished here."
A telegraph operator occupied a seat be¬

hind the counter and three clerks atti ^ ed
to receiving the commissions. The opei.itor
first called out the riders in the various
races at New Orleans, and half an hour
before post time for the first race he an¬
nounced: "First line at New Orleans."
"First line" meant the first odds quoted
at the track, which the bettors proceeded
to record on their entry cards.
A few minutes later the "Second line,"

or second track betting was announced, ami
the backers proceeded to get their com¬
missions in. They wrote out their orders
on duplicate slips, bearing the same num¬
ber, and handed them to the clerk, with
10 cents commission fee.
The orders purported to be for the pla.cing

ROBERT LATTA WON THE HANDICAP.

New Orleans, March 18..To-day's events

liked at 13 to 5. She flattered her backers
to the scratch, then subsided, and finished
fourth, Miss Rowett winning by a length
from Valet, who beat Renand two and a
half lengths. Virgin was left at the post.
The second race was a struggle between

five. Newhouse looked away the best of
the lot, and 7 to 10 was gladly accepted
against him. His supporters had no reason
to regret their plunge, for at the end he
won well in hand by a length, with Fondest
beating Dr. Park four lengths for the place.
Ironstone was voted a certainty in the

third event, but he just failed to land the
prize, Clematis beating him out in a hard
drive. With another dozen strides to go,
however, the order would have been re¬
versed. Bonnie Belle was a poor third.
Robert Latta captured the handicap

which came next on the list. For seven
of the eight furlongs that made up the
journey Ashland had a decisive lead, but
when called on for a final effort there
was no response, and Robert Ltaat, clever¬
ly handled by Clayton, beat him out four
lengths.
